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Ontario gov’t 
dishonest about 
education

TORONTO (CUP) — The 
Ontario government is guilty of 
making "dishonest" statements 
about funding for post-secon- 
dary education, says the incom- 
ing chair of its student federa- 
tion. 

*The Peterson government 
has to indicate whether they're 
committed to post-secondary 
education," said Tim Jackson. 
"To say that they increased op- 
erating grants for next year by 
above inflation is a crock. Scan 
Conway (minister of colleges 
and universities) knows It and 
we know it 

"It was just a dishonest an- 
nouncement" 

Jackson, a student at Water- 
loo University, takes up his 
position in June, replacing Ed- 
ith Gameau. The Ontario Fed- 
eration of Students (OFS) repre- 
sents 225 000 Ontario college 
and university students. 

He said his main priorities 
for next year will be lobbying 
for a revision of student aid 
programs, and making student 
issues into election issues if the 
provincial Liberals take the 
province to the polls this fall. 

Jackson said the federation is 
considering encouraging stu- 
dents to run forofficè in order to 
raise issues. "We have to make 
the electorate aware that post- 
secondary education is the fu- 
ture of the province," he said. 

Jackson is a fourth-year char- 
tered accounting student who, 
while he says he has been de- 
scribed as a right-wing Liberal, 



is quick to defend the OFS pol- 
icy manual. He worked on the 
abortive federal Liberal leader- 
ship bid of Clifford Lincoln, but 
says he doesn't think that will 
make him any more or less ef- 
fective in lobbying the provin- 
cial government. 

Perhaps a better way to label 
Jackson is as an accountant for 
social change. He admits his 
background "is unusual" in a 
student activist, but says it can 
give him a different perspec- 
tive. "The financial aspect ofany 
organization appeals to me. 

"Perhaps at times I'll be able 
to step back and say 'is this the 
best business decision to take?'" 

He said one of the things he is 
happy about is the hiring of a 
full-time business manager 
"It'll make us look a bit more 
professional. We do talk to 




businesses every day." 

Jackson is willing to defend 
the OFS policy of free tuition 
"asa goal." But, he added, "Let's 
put it this way — during my 
term in office we're not going to 
sec zero tuition." A more realis- 
tic goal might be a fee freeze, or 
at least an increase below the 
rate of inflation, he said. 

Jackson said OFS has diffi- 
culty being taken seriously 
when it says it represents col- 
leges "when we don't have 



many college members." In fact, 
OPS represents only two com- 
munity colleges in the province, 
with one more as a prospective 
member. 

He wants to see the OFS 
representing more colleges, and 
also expanding its university 
base, primarily through a refer- 
endum at York University. He 
also said the OFS tradition of 
combining suit and tie meet- 
ings with ministers with rallies 
at Queen's Park will continue. 



"The two compliment each 
other. If you can go to Queen's 
Parkonc week with 2500or 5000 
students, the weight of having 
those students there is going to 
help you (with lobbying). It 
lends credibility to us when 
we're In talking to the minis- 
ter." 

Jackson doesn't want his 
political career to end at the end 
of his one-year term. "At some 
time in the future I think I'd like 
tocn ter public politics,"he said. 



Students suffer Hydro harassment

MONTREAL (CUP) — As if 
sending the riot squad after its 
workers and stomping ail over 
native land claims weren't 
enough. Hydro Québec whiles 
away its leftover time by play- 
ing mindgames with its student 
customers. 

Phil Too ne and his roomates 
knew they were in hot water 
when they got their first $5 000 
Hydro bill about a year ago. 

Since thcn,Toonc and his four 
roommates have been getting 
bills of up to $5,174 for their 7 1 / 
2-room apartment And they 
live in fear of having their elec- 



tricity cut off without warning. 

"It's outrageous. We don't 
even heat with electricity, we 
use oil," said Toonc, a second 
year Concordia University his- 
tory student. 

"Hydro is like a Goliath," he 
said. "It's typical state fascism. 
No wonder Bourassa's office is 
on the top floor of the Hydro 
building." 

In August,Toonc said,hcand 
his roommates knew things had 
gone from bad to worse. After 
five months of repeated phone 
calls and visiting Hydro head- 
quarters only to be given 'the 
runaround', a Hydro worker 
visited their downtown apart- 



ment 

"Out of the blue a handy- 
dandy met emitter came in with 
an order to (collect) the $5,000 
immediately or he would go 
downstairs and cut us off," 
Too ne said. 

One of Toonc's roomates 
tried to explain it didn't make 
sense that they were gettingsuch 
large bills. They called the main 
office and the meter reader as- 
sured them their power would 
not be cut Five minutes after he 
left they had no electricity. "He 
lied to us," Toone said. 

He added, "We finally got 
through to one woman who was 
able to help us." Six hours later 



the power was restored and 
soon they started receiving 
normal bills. 

"We thought our Hydro 
nightmare was over," Toonc 
said. "But little did we know 
that it was only thc*bcginnlng." 

Late last fall, bills of $4,800 
started coming in again. Toonc 
and his roomates ha ve not since 
been able to have the bills cor- 
rected. And Hydro isonce again 
threatening to cut off their 
power. 

"Service has been horrible," 
Toone said. "We even had one 
Hydro employee ask us whether 
we are running an amusement 
* park in our kitchen." 



Free membership to Chrétien camp

Liberal McGill members 
elected four Jean Chrétien sup- 
porters as delegates last night, 
but it's still not clear how many 
of the voters were paying mem- 
bers. 



Over 300 McGill students 
crammed into the Frank 
Dawson Adams auditorium in 
what one student called "an 
exercise in media name recog- 
nition" to elect the Chrétien 
sla te. The winners will be flown 
to Calgary to attend the Liberal 
Party leadership convention 
next June. 

Students backing Sheila 
Copps had accused Chrétien 



supporters of breaking Liberal 
Party rules by giving away 
hundreds of free membership 
cards to Chréticn-fricndly 
McGill students. Liberal dubs 
at other universities in Canada 
have had the same problem. 

Copps supporter Anthony 
Housefather said, "I don't think 
(the election] was fair, because 
all their members were signed 
up for free. 

"It reflects on (Chrétien'sl 
McGill organizers," Housefa- 
ther said. 

Liberal McGill president John 
Caldwell said it's "time to build 
bridges." Delegate Jordan Bre- 
namoff agreed, saying the club 
"usually splits up" during a 
leadership race. Both are 
Chrétien backers. 



Shenanigans abound 
Last Friday, Copps organiz- 
ers at McGill called on Gilles 
Dufault, executive director of 
the Liberal Party of Canada- 
Québec (LPCQ), to have all 290 
names submitted by Chrétien 
supporters scratched off the 
voters' list because of the free 
memberships. 

Dean Dusseault, communi- 
cationsofficer for the LPCQ, said 
only six names had been 
scratched off of the list "I am re- 
assured that the whole list has 
been verified. It's impeccable," 
he said. 

Brcnamoff figured the six 
renegade cards were "an over- 
sight of some kind." 

Suspicions first arose last 
month when non-studen t Jamie 



Shatzky concealed a tape re- 
corder beneath his jacket and 
obtained a membership card 
from a McGill Chrétien kiosk. 

When Shatzky asked if he 
had to pay for the card, he was 
told to "forget about it" and was 
not asked to show student iden- 
tification. 

Seven Chrétien supporters 
have since signed affidavits 
stating they were given cards 
but were never asked to pay the 
$5 membership fee. 

Three more affidavits had 
been submitted from students 
who stood near the Chrétien 
kiosks and saw several cards 
given out without money chang- 
ing hands. 

Last Wednesday, Copps 
supporters at l'Université de 



Montréal protested their elec- 
tion after almost 50 names had 
been scratched off the voters' 
list 

Lyne Jacques, National 
Youth co-chalr for the Copps 
campaign, called the election "a 
scandal." 

The Chrétien delegates eas- * 
ily won their positions despite a 
two-hour delay and calls for 
adjournment by the Copps and 
Martin camps. Similar incidents 
have been reported at Concor- 
dia and at Ontario universities. 

The McGill Chrétien slate in- 
cludes Caldwell, Brcnamoff, 
Sorya Gaulin and Lorian Zcma- 
novich. Student delegates from 
across the country will make up 
over a third of the 5400 dele- 
gates.

Montréal'! "rebel news 
orchestra," Rhythm Activism, 
is at it again, this time putting 
their rhythmic/active instincts

Their new "instant cassette" 
single, "Fight the Hike," brings 
PublicErcmy-stylerage — "It's 
not rap, but ifsa rap," says ILA.

The song came out of a direct 
request Trom student activists 
at Concordia and is a good ex- 
ample of R.A/S specialty — 
improvisa tional masterpieces 
for immediate political con- 
cerns.

"We did this in solidarity 
with students," adds lyricist/ 
vocalist Norman Nawrocki. 
"We're out to serve the people.

Nawrocki says. "It was a per- 
fect refrain." 

Nawrocki and Côté relate the 
tuition fee question to the issues 
they've addressed throughout 
their long career and most re- 
cently in their Logement pour un 
chanson housing cabaret, jwhich 
they performed yesterday at 
McGill. 

"Fighting the fee hike is the 
same as fighting housing cut- * 
backs," Nawrocki says. "It's part 
of the attack on quality of life for 
poor people going on now, part 
of the fight we're directly in- 
volved in. We're not students, 
but it's going to affect a lot of 
people we know." 

The song has already been 
used by student activists, being 
broadcast during UQAM gen- 



eral assemblies and sung by 
picketers during Concordia's 
one-day strike on Tuesday. "We 
know releasing a cassette isn't 
going to stop the iigel," 
Nawrocki says, "but it's a little 
cultural contribution we can 
make. It can pick up spirits and 
give people something to hum 
about" 

"If Norman can sing it, any- 
body can sing it," Côté adds, 
encouragingly. 

Rhythm Activism urges any 
Montréalers with musical tal- 
ents to work along similar lines. 
"We recorded this in Sylvain's 
living room," Nawrocki ex- 
plains. "Any Montréal band, 
could do this, and put their tal- 
ents to work for the commu- 
nity. There's a need for music 
that addresses people's daily 
concerns, like housing, educa-

"Our next cassette will be .

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Play portays 
Asian Incident

This week. Le Groupe Culturel 
Montreal Send presents Sharon 
Pollack's The Komagata Maru 
Incident at the Mariana polls 
College Auditorium. While 
bringing to light an igno ml noiis 
moment in our history, the play 
also confronts the racism which 
perpetuates the reactive atti- 
tudes shaping immigration 
legislastion today. 

Incident resurrects a shame- 
ful episode in Canada's immi- 
gration history, recounting the 
rejection of 3761egal immigrants 
aboard the shipKomaga ta Maru 
in Vancouver's port in 1914. 
The Incident, then known as 
•The Brown Peril*, was a con- 
sequence of the racist hysteria 
which enveloped Canada in the 
first part of the century. Fear of 
the growing numbers of col- 
oured immigrants entering the 
country prompt e d white Cana- 
dians to pressure politicans to 
turn away legal arrivals. 

Nilambri Chat a member of 
Le Croupe Culturel Montreal 
Serai, says she believes that a 
similar incident would not 
happen in Canada today. But 
she is concerned with what she 
sees as a "resurgence of intoler- 
ance in French- En^ish relations 
in the country* 

'Intolerance to the Canadian 
French minority in Ontario and 
other provinces is as disgusting 
and oppressive as the racism 
perpetrated In our country 
against coloured minorities,” 
saidChai. 



This manner of thinking has 
characterized the Serai group 
since its inception. The group 
formed in 1986, with the Mon- 
tréal Serai magazine, to adress 
the alienation experienced in 
Canada by second and third 
generation South Asians. They 
began to explore theatre as a 
means of asserting and affirm- 
ing the individual identity of 
the South Asian Canadian. 

The plays produced by the 
Serai group criticize both the 
traditional South Asian culture 
for its constrainment of women 
in traditional arranged mar- 
riages, as well as the similar 
constrainment of women In 
North American society to shal- 
low values and concerns of 
•perfume and sanitary nap- 
kins*. 

The plays satirize the subur- 
ban, upper middle-class lifes- 
tyle of many South Asian immi- 
grants to Canada, and their 
dogmatic and traditional ideas. 
They also condemn Ca n adians 
for their animosity, often openly 
violent, towards visible minori- 
ties. 

The grouphaa travelled with 
their latest production to Ed- 
monton, Vancouver, and 
Toronto, and has enjoyed sue- 
ccssin all three cities. Le Croupe 
Culturel Montreal Serai believes 
itself tobe progressive, challeng- 
ing the customs and values of 
two societies, while affirming 
the integrity of cach.Thisgoal is 
achieved with "The Komagata 
Maru Incident”. 



Techno-artists

Do the words ' struggling 
techno-artists’ invoke an image 
of spindly-looking dudes with 
names like Horst and 
Moonbeam, or works of visual 
art entitled *Midsummcr Urban 
Orgasm”? 

How about Ricky and Fabian 
and their sound creation, 
•Rhythm in the Oty*? Welcome 
to the world of the new dance 
music, sometimes called Hip- 
Hop. 

Whethcryourcalizeitornot, 
all the music you shake your 
butts to every weekend isn't 
simply spun of f CD's or records. 
For the most part, it's made of 
bits and pieces of sounds and 
songs that have been sampled 
and distorted through a variety 
of sound processors. 

Gone arc the days for two 
turntables, a mixer, an amp. 



speakers and a warm body. 
Nowadaysa mbdngboard (with 
anywhere froml2to36seperate 
tracks), a sampler, sound- 
processing devices, a computer 
and two or more people to run 
the whole show is standard. 

A mixing board is an 
instrument which lets the 
operator combine devices to 
distort and reshape sound 
coming from one or more 
sources. A sampler allows the 
mixer to take little pieces of 
sound (usually a bite of musk) 
and play it over and over again 
at will. A large number of other 
sound processing devices 
distort music in just about any 
way imaginable, like the 
machines frequently used to 
change the pitch or length of a 
sample, create echo and fade 
effects, and so forth. 

Bringing all this together is a 



human operator (usually in 
tandem with a MIDI-type 
compu ter systcm),the erstwhile 
DJ and his ever present MCThe 
DJ's in this new dance music 
frontier are the unsung héros of 
the trade, with little or no 
recognition from the public who 
generally hear only the MC 
rapping over their labors — the 
music. 

Quite an effort just to shake 
your groove thang, no? 

Ricky and Fabian areacouple 
of local dudes who have been 
applying their skills for a 
number of years, usually 
playing parties and dances 
(which have been growing into 
alittle home-grown subculture) 
and occasional fOl-insonCKUT. 

Fabian, theDJ,startcd off nine 
years ago, when he was 16, and 
has poured every penny of his 
cash back into buying 
equipment 

*1 take all the money I make 
from parties to buy records and 
equipment I have to go to New 
York to get albums, 'cause 
there's nowhere in Montreal to 
get the stuff,* Fabian laments. 

Another of the duo's 
problems is the way the music 
has been exploited and 
misrepresented by the big 
corporations, specifically 
schlockmeistero like New Kids 
On the Block, talentless dweebs 
pushed upon the pubUc by fast- 
buck hucksters at the majors. 

"We've been doing this for 
years and then some guy out of 
nowhere comes on the sceneand 
the only reason they make it is 
because they know someone. 
It's just frustrating,* Ricky 
explains. 

For now, it looks like Ricky 
and Fabian and all their fans are 
just gonna ha ve to wait and hope 
for some more air time and gigs.

To the Dally: 

It was refreshing to see that 
by publishing 'Teds Stall on Oil 
Spill inquiry* (March 12), the 
major oil spill of February 1989 
in the St. Lawrence has not been 
forgotten by everybody. After 
reading this article, I find it 
particularly disturbing that 
Shell Canada may go unpun- 
ishedforitscrimesonly because 
Environment Canada is stalling 
in its prosecution. 

It seems equally ridiculous 
that Environment Québec is 
a pa thctic to the whole si tua tion, 
claiming that the spill did not 
take place within its jurisdic- 
tion. Nobody is willing to bear 
the burden of rcsponsibili ty, and 
take action against these envi- 
ronmental destroyers. Arc their 
fears of not getting a conviction 
really justified? 

Considering Shell Canada's 
past record of discharging 
higher than pcrmissable levels 
of toxins into the atmosphere, 
its several counts of effluent 
violations and other numerous 
spills in the Montréal Harbor, 
the success of a conviction of 
the major oil spill near Pointe 
aux Trembles would seem real- 
istic. 

It is a shame for those of us

budgets. We do not get what we 
pay for, we get what govern- 
ment (and society) pays for. 

Why do students in Québec 
pay less than anywhere else in 
Canada? The tuition freeze was 
originally instated to redress the 
fact that Québec has a very poor 
rate of post-secondary educa- 
tion; too many people hercdon't 
continue their schooling. While 
this has improved over the last 
twenty years, Québec still has 
an abysmal record. In a chang- 
ing world, this provinceand this 
country needs educated work- 
ers, not automatons. To solve 
this problem, perhaps a tuition 
freeze is not the best way: but 
the government has simply re- 
fused to consider other ways to 
fund universities, refused to 
dedicate a sufficient portion of 
our fees to loans and bursaries 
for the needy, for example. 

In case you haven't consid- 
ered carefully the problem of a 
strike, let me assure you I have: 
if classes had to be held through 
May, I would not be able to hold 
down the job I had planned to 
(although I believe the possibil- 
ity to be minimal), But if fees go 



m. 



up, I will be in a critical situ- 
ation next year, regardless of 
whether or not we strike. I will 
be able to afford it, but some 
won't: that is what bothers me. 
And the following year it will 
certainly be worse, another five 
hundred dollars worse. Those 
of us who will be able to afford 
this raise should realize how 
much worse i t makes it for those 
who can't. 

Many, many people are not 
against the idea of raises at all, 
but against the fact that some 
will notbeablc tocontinue. And 
remember Moni: you got what 
you pay for. And this holds true 
for society as well. At a time 
when economic prosperity is 
linked strongly to the education 
its citizens have received, it 
would be folly for us to con- 
tinue; we are slitting our own 
throats. The numbers are there: 
Canada has the lowest ratio 
RicD in the western world, 
under half that of most of our 
neighbours. Engineers should 
understand this: without uni- 
versity graduates, research 
cannot continue.

Armenian students 
mark 1915 Genocide 
with lecture series 

The McGill Armenian Students Association has organized a se- 
ries of lectures to mark the seventy-fifth anniversary of the Arme- 
nian Genocide of 1915. The lectures will cover a span of one week 
and will deal with various aspects of the Genocide and its after- 
math. 

The central purpose of the lecture series is to present the 
Armenian Genocide i n a broad perspective, one which expand s the 
limits generally confining the study of the Armenian and other 
genocides. The various interpre ta tionsprcsentanaltemativeto the 
predominantly ethnic, religious and nationalist perspectives char- 
acterizing the bulk of the study in this academic area. The lectures 
will attempt to place the Armenian Genocide in the context of 
wider intellectual issues which define the human condition. 

The use of genocide has become a legitimate political tool in the 
hands of various regimes in the twentieth century, facilitated by 
the growth of technology and state control. The success of the first 
genocide of this century provides the legitimization for subse- 
quent genocides; ultimate acts of political repression. The selection • 
process resulting in the choice of the following three lecturers was 
based on the need to incorpora te a variety of themes concerning the 
Armenian Genocide and its universal implications. 

The three lecturers are Professor Frank Chalk of Concordia 
University, Department of History; Professor Roger Smioth of the 
College of William and Mary, School of Government, Virginian 
and; Dr. Gerard Libaridian, Director of the Zotyan Institute, 
Cambridge, Massachussets. 

Professor Frank Chalk's presentation is entitled "The Armenian 
Genocide and the Holocaust: a Comparative analysis." No histori- 
cal event is exactly like another. However, Professor Chalk count- 
ers the argument of uniqueness which confines the debate and 
analysis of genocides, relying on the significant historical and 
structural similarities between the Armenian Genocide and the 
Holocaust. The lecture infers that the prevention of future geno- 
cides is predicated upon the understanding of common conditions 
and ideologies which have resulted in past genocides. 

The presentation of Professor Roger Smith deals with the issue 
of "Genocide and Denial." The final stage in any genocide, particu- 
larly in an era where recognition of the crime by the culpable state 
can engender reparations and question its political legitimacy, is 
that of denial. Professor Smith explains that the denials, justifica- 
tions and rationalizations of the Genocide by teh Republic of Tur- 
key are of a fundamebntally political nature. The psychological 
recourse to denial, one which justifies away an intrinsic, albeit ig- 
nored, stage in the development of the modem Turkish Republic 
is the driving motor behind denial. Denial affects both survivors 
and descendants of the genocide as well as the Turkish population 
who is forced to shoulder the guilt of an invented dvil war. 

Dr. Gerard LIbaridian's lecture is entitled "The Ultimate Re- 
pression: The Genoddc of the Armenians, 1915-1917." The lecture 
deals with the interrelationship between the Young Turk govern- 
ment and the Armenian political parties, as it developed within the 
Otttoman political framework from 1908-1915. The Armenian 
Gcnodde is a "radical form of political repression", which as an in- 
tegral part of the Turkish political process has repercussions for 
today's Turkish Sodety, marginalizes and then eliminates a sodal 
and political group representing reforms; and change in an in- 
creasingly reactionary society. Dr. Libaridian concludes that thi 
Armenian Genodde is a paradigm for twentieth century "politi- 
cal" genoddes. 

The lecture series will be spread over one week. Professor Quill 
will speak on Monday, March 19, 1990. Professor Smith or 
Thrusday, March 22 and. Dr. Libaridian on Monday March 26.Th( 
lectures will be open to the public and will take place in thi 
evenings at 19h. They will consist of forty-five minute to one hour 
presentations by the speakers followed by a question period.

Strike back update 



Across the province, students are occupying government 
and University offices, blockading building entrances and 
kicking off strikes, in the fight against tuition fee hikes. 

Last Friday 50 students from McGill and l'Université du 
Québec à Montréal (UQAM) occupied the offices of Liberal 
member of the National Assembly Jacques Chagnon, resulting 
in the arrests of nine McGill students. The following day over 
fifty student representatives from across the province stormed 
the offices of Radio-Canada, winning a thirty second spot on 
national television. This Tuesday, Concordia students staged a 
one-day walk-out, barring access to their down-town campus. 
A fire bomb was thrown at the strikers from a passing car, and 
one student was arrested. Down the street students from the 
CEGEP Vieux Montréal occupied the Conseil du Trésors, and 
UQAM studentsbegan a three day occupation of their Artsand 
Science pavillions. 

Other recent developments include: 



CEGEP de VleuxMontréal: yesterday began an occupation 
of its administration's offices, which it hopes to continue until 
next Thursday. 

Concordia: had a general assembly yesterday which voted 
down the general unlimited strike, but without quorum. An- 
other assembly may be held in the next week. 

Université du Québec à Rimouskb both graduates and 
undergraduates have voted in favour of a general unlimited 
strike, and have walked out. 

CEGEP de Rimouski: have kicked off a general, unlimited 
strike. 

The Marine Institute, based in Rimouski, has also agreed to 
a one day strike. 

CEGEP Alma: has been occupying its administration's of- 
fices since Tuesday, March 6. 

UQAM: is in the third day of an occupation of the UQAM 
Arts and Science pavillion.
